‘AVOIDING THE FARM FIRES

| Owing to the increased losses to 


i ncn arama 


the ‘higher rates of insurance which 
are being levied, it may be of some 
interest to examine the chief causes 
of farm fires and the method by 
which they, may be avoided. The rate 
of insurance on farm property has 
been materially increased during th« 
last ten years. This increase varies 
with different territories, but average 
from 50 to 75 per cenit above the rate 
prevailing ten years ago. However 
notwithstanding this increase in the 
tates, fire insurance companies paid 
in. losses in farm property in Canada 
from 1921 to. 1924, inclusive, 20 per 
cent more than they received is pre- 
miums, d 

Farm property is more liable to suf- 
fer loss by fire than city property 
Barns’ are always constructed of 
wood, while straw and hay are always 
present. 


Threshing engines ppeigts close tc 
barns filled with grain and’ straw 
Moreover, as there is rarely and ade- 


;quate-means of fighting. fires on the’ 


farm, when a fire does start, it fre- 
quently destroys completey 
buildings and their contents. As the 
insurance payment does not cover the 
entire value of the property destroy- 
ed, considerable loss is always suf- 
fered by every fire. The greatly in- 
creased cost of building makes the 
replacement of any building very ex- 
pensive. Moreover, the inconvenience 
{after the fire and the danger to life 
caused by the fire renders necessary 
the exercise of all possible care . to 
prevent it. In fact, 80 per cent of al’ 
fires are caused by carelessness. 


While the prevention of fire is by 
all meang the best method of contro! 
nevertheless, when a fire does start | 
some effective means should be ready | 
(to extinguish it! The main point is | 
to quench the fire when it is snial!. 
as soon as it is detected. One of the 
;best types of. fire equipment for farm’ 
use is the placing of a number of fire 
buckets full of water in convenient 
places in the house and barns. These, 
buckets should be used: only in case 
of fire and not for any other purpose. 
They should always be kept covered 
to prevent evaporation so that the 
water would be available whenever 
needed, The smothering of small 
fires with a blanket is vety effective. 
In case of oil of gasoline fires, it is
